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Children as young as seven diagnosed with depression

CHILDREN in Essex are being 
diagnosed with depression as young 
as seven as figures show the prob¬ 
lems associated with anxiety in the 
county’s youngsters is rocketing. 

Kids Inspire, which supports 
young people across Essex coping 
with trauma or emerging mental 
health issues, says referrals to them 
have increased by 49 per cent over 
the past year - roughly in line with 
the numbers that Essex hospitals 
have also seen. 

Sue Bell, founder and CEO of 
Kids Inspire, said: “Similarly we 
have seen our referral rate reflect 
this change in the wellbeing of 
young people locally, with the big¬ 
gest issue across all of our projects 
being stress and anxiety. 


“In fact, our referrals have 
increased by 49 per cent over the 
past year, and sadly, the young¬ 
est child we have worked with in 
the past three years, referred with 
depression, was seven years old. 

“Numbers really have sky¬ 
rocketed, and there are so many 
different reasons for that.” 

Essex hospitals treated children 
with anxiety nearly 700 times last 
year with numbers soaring in recent 
years. The diagnoses include anx¬ 
iety disorders, phobic anxiety disor¬ 
ders, separation anxiety and social 
anxiety. 

Hospital trusts in the area treated 
people aged between ten and 19 
around 670 times in 2017/18, as 
well as treating under-10s around 
30 times, figures from NHS Digital 
reveal. 

The number of treatments was up 
from 490 treatments for those aged 


10 to 19 and around 10 treatments 
for those aged under 10 recorded 
the year before. 

The number of times young 
people aged between 10 and 19 
have been treated has soared nine¬ 
fold from around 75 incidences in 
2010/11. 

Ms Bell added: “Reaching out 
to our children and young people 
facing emotional distress earlier will 
help to tackle this rise in referrals. 

“In support of this we currently 
offer front-line staff trauma training 
to help them to understand the 
importance of attachment and 
emotional trauma - anything that is 
too much, too fast and too soon on 
our nervous system. 

“Additionally, raising awareness 
among academic peer groups can 
also help the emotional wellbeing 
of a young person.

A CEREMONY was held to mark the 
start of work on a new multi-million 
pound hospice that will serve people in 
Southend, Castle Point and Rochford. 

The new Fair Havens Hospice will be 
constructed on land in Priory Crescent 
in Prittlewell after revised plans were 
approved by Southend Council in 
August. 

The building will have 16 inpatient 
bedrooms, as well as more day hospice 
services and extra family support. 

A groundbreaking ceremony was 
held on Monday and attended by local 
dignitaries, MPs and councillors. 

Steve Smith, New Fair Havens project 
director, said: “This is a huge milestone 
for the charity in what has been a very 
long journey to get to this stage. 

“We have always said that we need 
to build a hospice that will last for 
generations - this is our chance to 
get this right - and we’re delighted to 
finally be taking the next step closer 
to a new Fair Havens Hospice for the 
people of south east Essex.” 

The hospice said it has to turn away 
11 people each month due to a lack of 
available beds. 

The project for the new Fair Havens 
costs £17.2million, but the charity said 



it needs a further £1.5m. 

It hopes to raise this through a 
fundraising campaign which has 
already yielded £lm. 

Vanessa Longley, director of 


fundraising, added: “We are always 
amazed at the generosity of our local 
community when we fundraise for our 
hospices. Having raised one million 
pounds in just a few months is testament 


to how important our hospice is to the 
local community.”

Rising demand for children’s mental health services

“A balance of mental and physical 
exercise is key to wellbeing - young 
or old.” 

In 2017/18 children aged under 10 
were treated for anxiety around 10 
times at Mid Essex Hospital Services, 
while the numbers aged between 10 
and 19 has doubled in the past year 
and increased fivefold since 2010. 

At Southend University Hospital the 
number of times people aged 10 to 19 
were treated rose from 90 in 2016/17 


to 105 in 2017/18, and it was up from 
25 in 2010/11. 

Meanwhile Basildon and Thurrock 
University Hospitals have seen the 
number of treatments for people aged 
10 to 19 rise from less than eight in 
2010/11 to 130 in 2017/18. 

Across England, under-10s were 
treated for anxiety 1,754 times in 
2017/18, up from 1,263 times in 
2016/17. The number of treatments 
for this age group has nearly tripled 
from 631 in 2010/11. 


For those aged 10 to 19, the increase 
has been even more dramatic. 

This age group was treated for 
anxiety 28,204 times in 2017/18, a rise 
of more than a quarter from 22,080 in 
2016/17. 

However, the most recent figures 
are almost seven times higher than the 
numbers recorded in 2010/11, when 
those aged 10 to 19 were treated 4,239 
times. 

Tom Madders, director of campaigns 
at children’s mental health charity 


YoungMinds, said: “These worrying 
figures reflect the rapidly growing 
demand for children’s mental health 
services, and we know that many 
more families can’t get the support 
they need. The new NHS long-term 
plan must lead to increased funding 
for young people’s mental health, and 
much better support when problems 
first emerge. 

“Schools also need more resources 
and recognition for the work they do 
on wellbeing and mental health.”

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NHS chiefs’ pledge 
on hospital errors 



REPORT: So-called ‘never' events included a swab being left inside a patient at 
Basildon and Thurrock University Hospital

HOSPITAL trusts in mid and south 
Essex reported more than 70 incidents 
that resulted in harm to patients. 

All the incidents occurred between 
July and August of this year and 
represent an increase on the previous 
two months when 66 incidents were 
reported. 

The number regarded as “never” 
events - mistakes that should never 
happen - dropped from seven to two. 

These never events included a swab 
being left inside a patient at Basildon 
and Thurrock University Hospital and 
“wrong site” surgery on a patient’s 
colon at Mid Essex Hospital. 

Among the 70 serious incidents, 
which resulted in patient injury, eight 
suffered serious falls at the two hos¬ 
pitals including one who sustained a 
fatal head injury. Basildon Hospital had 
three cases of missed diagnosis, includ¬ 
ing one for prostate cancer, and a delay 
in treatment which meant admitting a 
patient to critical care. 

Errors at the Mid Essex Hospital 
included five incidents where falls 
resulted in fractures to patients’ femurs 
and four incidents of “sub optimal care 
for a deteriorating patient”. 

Southend Hospital had the least 
number of serious incidents and did not 
report any never events. 

However, they have previously 


released details of never events later 
than the other trusts and it was revealed 
in September that they had reported 
four never events in July. 

Details of the incidents were pub¬ 
lished in papers discussed at a Mid and 
South Essex STP CCG Joint Committee 
meeting held on Friday in Southend. 

Carol Anderson, chief nurse of the 
Joint Commissioning Team, told the 
committee that a public health special¬ 
ist had presented a “detailed report” 
to a patient safety meeting following 
a review of the never events from 
May and June. The joint-CCG has 
also won a bid for funding to put in 
a “programme for learning” that will 
commence in November. 

She added: “I am ever hopeful that we 
will see a reduction in never events and 
we do have a zero-tolerance approach.” 


Professor Mike Bewick, committee 
chairman, added: “We also need to 
remember that transparency has 
increased across the board and that 
leads to an increase in reporting.” 

In further discussions about hospital 
performance, Ms Anderson highlighted 
a “sharp increase” in cases of measles 
in Southend and Canvey. 

This is being tackled with the support 
of Public Health England and medical 
staff are tracing people linked to those 
diagnosed and precautionary treatments 
are being administered. 

Mid Essex Hospital was flagged as 
an area of concern for infection preven¬ 
tion and this has been centred on basic 
hygiene such as hand washing and gen¬ 
eral cleaning. New management in the 
nursing sector are said to be looking at 
tackling this as a priority.

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Man jailed for keeping crocodile 
and animals in poor conditions 


A MAN who called himself Mr 
Snake has been jailed for 26 weeks 
for keeping more than 60 exotic 
animals in “appalling conditions” at 
addresses in Basildon and Westcliff. 

Lee Thompson, 36, of King 
Edward Road, Laindon, used the 
alias Lee Snake and kept dozens 
of exotic animals in a “very poor 
condition”, said Essex Police. 

He was prosecuted in 2009 for 
keeping dangerous wild animals 
without a licence and banned from 
possessing anymore exotic animals 
for 10 years. 

In 2015, police raided a unit 
he rented in Cranes Farm Road, 
Basildon and found 35 different 
species of snake, seven types of spi¬ 
der, a lizard and a snapping turtle. 

Thompson disappeared after the 
raid but was found by police in 
January when they raided a prop¬ 
erty in Southend and found a four- 
foot caiman crocodile in the bed¬ 
room. He was already banned from 
keeping dangerous wild animals, 
but had seven snakes which could 
only be kept with a licence, four 
rattlesnakes, two homed vipers and 
a spitting cobra. 

The conditions he left the animals 
in were so poor the spiders and nine 
snakes were dead by the time of 
the raid. 

Thompson disappeared until 
January 24 this year when police 


arrested him at an address in Napier 
Close, Basildon. 

During a simultaneous raid on a 
property he was linked to in Burdett 
Avenue, Westcliff, officers walked 
in on the crocodile. 

He was also keeping 23 snakes 
and a fat tail scorpion at the address. 

Among the snakes were sever¬ 
al classed as dangerous, including 
six cobras and a rattlesnake. Seven 
snakes had died and were decom¬ 
posing. 

Despite previously going on 
the mn for more than two years, 
Thompson was granted bail after 
his arrest and disappeared again. 

Thompson, was convicted in 
his absence of six animal welfare 
offences on his August trial date, 
and was found in Wallingford, 
Oxfordshire, in September. 

He was sentenced at Basildon on 
Wednesday, October 3. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“Thompson kept wild animals in 
appalling conditions. Not only did 
he keep them with a licence, but he 
showed no care for their wellbeing 
or their survival. 

“He then twice attempted to 
evade justice. We want to thank 
the RSPCA, particularly inspector 
Rebecca Benson, for their assis¬ 
tance in helping to ensure the 
remaining animals were appropri¬ 
ately cared for.”

A tunnel could 
solve Southend 
traffic issues 

SOUTHEND does not need a 
bypass, it already has one. It is 
formed by parts of the A1159 
(Eastern Ave/Royal Artillery 
Way) and A13 (Bournes Green 
Chase/North Shoebury Road). 

The problem is not of cars and 
lorries queueing on the edge of 
town trying to get to the other 
side, but those in town that can’t 
get out or in, in a reasonable 
time. A bypass will not cure that. 

Those who brought us the 
Victoria Circus boondoggle have 
created other bottlenecks. 

Priory Crescent, Victoria Ave 
and Prince Ave with their main 
intersections have been festering 
for at least 50 years. 

The current “improvements” 
on the A127 won’t solve any¬ 
thing and the traffic still crawls 
past as it has nowhere to go. 

That’s because some bright 
spark cut the speed to 40mph 
closer to town and to 50 further 
out, where you get “friendly 
reminders” and your picture 
taken every couple of miles. 

Here are my solutions: 

A) Increase the speed limit 
on the A127 to 50 and 70mph 
respectively. 

B) Southend (and Rayleigh) 


would benefit from a short cut to 
Chelmsford. The A1159 should 
be extended from the airport, 
past Hockley and via South 
Woodham Ferrers. But this and 
speed limits are county matters. 

C) Intersections would benefit 
from an underpass (see Rayleigh 
Weir, but smaller), but only 

if the traffic on the other side 
is not at a standstill (see A). 
These would include Priory 
Crescent/Prince Ave, Prince 
Ave at Hobleythick Lane and at 
Bridgewater Drive and A127 at 
Progress Road. 

D) Probably the only under¬ 
pass in town at Southchurch 
Road/Queensway intersection 
offers limited usefulness in the 
south (seafront) direction, but 
is worthless going the opposite 
way, as traffic exiting it runs into 
the Victoria Circus mess. 

I propose a tunnel from 
there to the A127 - with three 
stages, with exit and entry points 
at Victoria Ave (by the old 
Library), Prittlewell Chase (close 
to Fairfax Dr) and on the A127 
near Colemans Ave. 

This would not be cheap, but 
would be repaid by saving mil¬ 
lions of hours of time wasted in 
traffic. It would all be a much 
better investment than £300,000 
on spreading clay poppies in a 
park for two weeks or replacing 
the surface of roadside parking 
spaces by cutesy inlaid bricks. 

The tunnel should be con¬ 


structed by an independent 
construction firm, which could 
charge a toll. Some would 
want us to use public transport 
(another socialist utopia), but 
considering they had some 100 
years to get their act together 
- and still haven’t, as it is still 
too expensive and unreliable - 
most of us will keep on using 
cars.

Damien Chazelle takes one giant leap 
for immersive, nail-biting film-making 
in this thrilling dramatisation of the space 
race between America and the Soviet Union. 

Based on James R Hansen’s official biog¬ 
raphy of Neil Armstrong, First Man shoots 
for the moon and touches down beautifully 
by placing us alongside astronauts in their 
claustrophobic modules or next to nervous 
NASA staff as they propel mankind into the 
great unknown. 

Handheld camerawork, unobtrusive 
special effects and dazzling sound design 
leave us stranded hundreds of miles 
above terra firma in a similar fashion to 
Alfonso Cuaron’s Gravity, at the mercy of 
new-fangled technology and luck.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House 


Research by the UK’s leading auctioneer 
suggests that the auction market is continuing 
to prosper, while estate agent sales are still 
struggling.

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Hybrid power for Mondeo estate

FORD is planning to beef 
up its hybrid fleet with 
the introduction of petrol - 
electric powered versions 
of the Mondeo estate next 
year. 

The new Mondeo hybrid 
estate will enable custom¬
